This letter is an interim response to your request for information pursuant to the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, dated July 24, 2017 and received in this office on July 
26, 2017. Your request was forwarded to the appropriate office to search for documents that 
may be responsive to your request. 

You requested the following: 

American Oversight requests that your agency produce the following within twenty business 
days: 

1. All guidance regarding using properties owned by the Trump Organizations for government- 
sponsored conferences or meetings; 

2. All emails regarding using properties owned by the Trump Organization for government- 
sponsored conferences or meetings; 

3. All guidance regarding attending conferences or meetings at properties owned by the Trump 
Organization; 

4. All emails regarding attending conferences or meetings at properties owned by the Trump 
Organization; 

5. All guidance regarding reimbursement for meals, overnight stays, or other expenses incurred 
at properties owned by the Trump Organization; 

6. All emails regarding reimbursement for meals, overnight stays, or other expenses incurred at 
properties owned by the Trump Organization; 
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7. Records sufficient to demonstrate total costs reimbursed or paid directly by the agency for 
visits to any property owned by the Trump Organization. Reimbursements include payments for 
the cost of individual airfare of government employees and their spouses, costs for government 
transportation, conference fees, rental fees, lodging, meals, rental vehicles, overtime payments, 
and any other reimbursable expenses; 

The search for responsive records should include all individuals and locations where records are 
likely to exist, including the immediate office of the agency head, the designated agency ethics 
official, and all agency offices involved in making travel arrangements or receiving, approving, 
paying, reimbursing, or auditing travel expenses. 

Please provide all responsive records from January 20, 2017, to the date the search is conducted.
